Walk-Over Boot Shop. 
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By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, July 2.—[Special.]—Agi- 


tation for good roads • legislation has 
not ceased, although it has been many 
months since the bill appropriating 
$23,000,000 for the construction of 
roads passed the house. 


This measure has been hung up so 


long in the senate committee vou _post- 
offlces and post roads that the •conclu- 
sion was reached that the senate 
would not act this session. Thls_ may 
be true, but there is pressure which 
will possibly bring the bill out of com- 
mittee so it can be considered in the 
next session. 


Twp Conflicting Propositions.- 


The senate committee is wrestling 


with two conflicting propositions' for 
the expenditure of money for, good 
roads. Senator Swansou of Virginia 
has taken up the Shackleford §25,000,- 
000 bill and is urging it with great 
earnestness. That money would be 
loaned to the states for the construc- 
tion of roads used by rural carriers. 


The Bourne proposition, which is fa- 


vored by quite a number of the mem- 
bers of the committee, proposes to loan 
money to the states, or at least to guar- 
antee the bonds issued for good roads 
by the states, under which method, it 
is believed, a low rate of interest, 2^- 
or ~2% per cent, can be obtained. 


It is proposed' to extend this credit 


to the amount of §1,000,000,000. There 
are some people who feel that in the 
end the government will pay that §1,- 
000,000,000, for if any one state should 
default the rest .of them would insist 
that they be treated equally. 


Struggle For Position. 


If the good roads measure is report- 


ed in the senate there is going to be a 
fierce struggle for position and prece- 
dence among those who are advocat- 
ing different measures that are still to 
be considered. Appropriation bills nat- 
urally have the right of •« aj 
For the 


next six weeks it is expected that the 
trust legislation is likely to occupy the 
attention of the senate to the exclu- 
sion of nearly everything else except 
appropriation bills. By that time the 
senate will be ready to adjourn. 


Could Write a Book. 


After a long and wearisome discus- 


sion on the Indian appropriation bill 
Vice President Marshall was asked by 
a friend if he had learned something 
of the Indian question "I could write 
a book." replied the vice president. "I 
could write a history of the wrongs of 
the Indians from the first settlement 
at Jamestown until the present time." 


Williams Almost Personal. 


During a discussion of the Choctaw 


Indians and the appropriation bill Sen- 
ator John Sharp Williams of Missis- 
sippi, who was fighting for the Missis- 
sippi Choctaws, and^tenator Owen of 
Oklahoma were in a sharp colloquj 
when Williams turned around and said 
to Owen, "Those Mississippi Choctaws 
are more Indian than you or more 
than''— Here he hesitated a moment 
and was looking at Congressman Car- 
ter of Oklahoma, who sat near and 
who is seven-sixteenths Choctaw and 
Cherokee, and added—"more than any 
one here." Owen is part Cherokee. 


Will Be Indifferent. 


Sparring for time on appropriation 


bills, Chairman Fitzgerald in reply to 
what congress would do before it ad- 
journed said, "After the appropriation 
bills are disposed of I will be indiffer- 
ent as to what will occupy the house 
the balance of the time." 


There are a number of appropriation 


bills, which will keep Fitzgerald busy 
for some time to come, for there is the 
general deficiency bill to follow the 
large sundry civil bill. 


Complaint From the West. 


Senators from western states* are 


often charged with being antagonistic 
to conservation and also to giving the 
Indians their rights. 
Senator Mark 


Smith pointed out one reason for the 
feeling of the western men. 
"Fifty 


jper cent of the state of Arizona," he 
said, "making reservations larger than 
all of the 'New England states, has 
been withheld forever from taxation 
by the people. We are left nothing 
but the absolute desert to go to for the 
selection of our lands for the public 
institutions which are granted under 
the legislation making us a state. We 
are obliged to tax our people heavily 
to maintain a state government be- 
cause the best parts of the lands are 
thus withheld and are nontaxable." 


Saw Danger Ahead. 
• 


A discussion was going on in the 


fcouse over the methods of procedure. 
The discussion was not really in order, 
and Congressman Bryan of Washing- 
ton made the point, saying, "Surely at 
this rate we shall get into a wrangle, 
and then we will get into trouble." 
There is not much difference between 
a "wrangle" and "trouble" in the 
house. Thpy are often the same thing

Licking's Showing. 


Licking county has the honor of 


being the first of Ohio's eighty-eight 
to make its report to the Ohio state 
tax commission and the credit be- 
longs to District Assessor Wni. H. 
Anderson and his corps of efficient 
deputy assessors and clerks. 
The 


state commissioners had anticipated 
a. substantial increase in the 
valu- 


ation from Licking county but the 
estimate was about ?300,000 short of 
the actual increase. 
Mr. Anderson 


reports an increase of $3,166,000 in 
the Licking county tax duplicate over j 
last year. This is exclusive of pub- 
lic utilities. 


The district assessor's report shows 


an increase in Licking county real 
estate of $1,700,000 but this increase 
is due to the addition of about $800,- 
000 for minerals and mineral rights 
(oil and gas) leading a balance of 
$900,000, due largely to the con- 
struction of new buildings through- 
out the county. These figures show 
that the assessors kept faith w ith the 
people in not adding to the burden 
of the land owners. Surely this splen- 
did showing means a lower tax rate.

The first 
homeopathic physician, 


and the founder of tliat 
school of 


medicine, was Dr. Christian Friedrich 
Samuel Hahnemann. who was lioni in 
Saxony in 1755 and died in Paris sev- 
enty-one years ago today, July 2, 
1^43. He was engaged in the regular 
j)racti£,of medicine in a little .village 
iiear Leipsic wlieh Tie 'belfan "to^aoubjr 
the efficacy of the methods of treat- 
ing disease then in vogue. Alter sev- 
eral year's spent in study and investi- 
gations, he was convinced that in all 
'instances the medicines which 
had 


cured had produced a very similar 
condition in healthy persons to that 
it had relieved. lu I79G he published 
his conclusions, on which were baser! 
the principle of similia similibus, or 
"similar things are cured by similar 
things." 
He 
immediately aroused 


vehement opposition, and the apothe- 
caries refused to dispense his prescrip- 
tions, on account of the very small 
dosage. In 1S21 he was 
forced 
to 


leave Leipsic, on account of the prose- 
cution of the apothecaries and retired 
to Kothen, where he Was under 
the 


protection of a Duke., Sick 
people 


from all over the world visited him 
there, and he gained many followers 
from among the physicians of the old 
school. His latter years were spent 
in Paris, where he died.

C oi Johnny Clem Writes 


Of His Experiences as the 


Youngest Soldier of the War 


This' week's .issue of The Outlook 


contains a lull* page halftone cut ot 
Johnny Clem, the Drummer Boy ol 
Chickamduga, 
and 
it 
is 
accom- 


panied by a story from the pen ot 
the Colonel. 


Much has been written of Colonel 


Clem but he,has been mpdest in re- 
fraining from exploiting his own war 
experiences. 


The Outlook editor m commenting 


on Col. Clem's.own story says: "The 
remarkable story\ of 
'the youngest 


soldier of the Civil War,' who is'now 
the oldest officer, in point of length 
of Service, in the United States army 
is told elsewhere in this issue. The 
'Drummer Boy of Chickamauga' be- 
comes oue oi. the nation's most popu- 
lar heroes after his exploit yt the 
battle, when he resisted capture au'i 
wounded the 
Goniederate 
Colonel 


who demanded his surrender." 


Col. Ciein's home is in Newark and 


he has a number of relatives residing 
in this city and vicinity. His many 
friends will be pleased to read his 
own story of his exploits which is 
as follows: 


I was the youngest soldier that 


served in the Civil War. 
Almost lit- 


erally it-might be said that I went 
from the nursery to the battlelield. 


Only a lew days after the battle 


of Chickamaugua I 
was 
captured 


by the enemy, and while a prisoner 
<'I was kept on the march-most oi' the 
time. General "Joe" Wheeler, who 
was in command, took delight in ex- 
hibiting me to the women, we came 
across, saying on each occasion, with 
a chuckle: 
". 
"See to what 
sore 
straits the 


Yankees are driven, when they have 
toe send tueir babies to fight us!*' 
At that time I was barely twelve 


years of age. 
I was not 
yet 
ten 


years old when, in May, 1861, I of- 
lered my valuable 
services 
as 
a 


drummer, to Captain McDougal, of 
the Third Ohio Regiment of Volun- 
teers, which was on its way to the 
trout. He looked me over, laughed, 
and said ha wasn't enlisting infants. 


This was at Newark, Ohio, where 


at the time I was going,, to school. 
My mother was dead; my father had 
no notion ot allowing me to go to 
the Avar. 
Accordingly, I decided to 


run away. 
The spirit of adventure 


had gripped mo. It was necessary 
that the Union should be preserved,* 
and my help was obviously needed. 


ii climbed aboard the train with 


the men of the Third Ohio, got pas- 
sage in the way as far as 
Cincin- 


'nati, and there I ottered myself to 
the Twenty-third 
Michigan 
Regi- 


ment. Again I was rejected, by rea- 
soji of my age; but this time 1 was 
'not to be kept from joining by any 
mere legal obstacle. 
I went 
along 


with the regiment just the same as 
a drummer boy, and though not oh 
,the muster roll, drew a soldier's pay 
of thirteen collars a month., The 
pay was not drawn from Government 
funds, however. It came out of-the 
personal pockets of officers of 
the 


regiment, who 
"chipped, in" 
to 


make up the amount. 


From the view-point of the Twen- 


ty-second Michigan, I was a member 
in full standing 
of that 
military 


family—the ba'by of the regiment. 1 
wore a soldier's uniform, cut down 
by the regimental tailor Irom man's 
size. Later on, after a little shooting 
scrape in which I was engaged at 
Chickamauga, accounts ot which 
obtained a rather 
wide 
publicity, 


some kind ladies in Chicago secured 
my measurements trom officers 
of 


the regiment and made with 
their 


own hands a very handsome uniform 
for me, to my great joy and pride.- 


I slept in a tent with two soldiers 


drew the regular army ration^the 
principal items of which were pork 
(commonly 
called 
"sowbelly"), 


beans, hardtack, and coffee—and, of 


course, had my own knife and fork, 
tin plate, tin cup, and tin spoon. In 
all the hardships of war I endured 
my sh".ro—such as marching in rain 
pr snow, sleeping without protection 
against the* elements, and on 
occa- 


sions going hungry. On the 
other 


hand; there was a great deal of fun 
in camp. We used to play handball, 
townball, and "one-cat and two-cats" 
—all three of these 
games 
being 


rudimentary forms of baseball. 
, 


As for 
provender, 
the 
regular 


soldiers' fare was often varied and 
amplified by the proceeds of foraging 
expeditions. 
Boys being 
constitu- 


tionally devoid of respect 
for 
the 


property rights of other people, are 
flrst-class foragers. 


I remember one occasion In Ken- 


tucky, when, just before the battle 
of Perryvilie, I had &hot a little pig. 
Positive orders against foraging had 
been issued from headquarters, and 
great was my dismay when /caught 
with the game in my possession by 
General Doolittle, who came along 
most inopportunely and demanded to 
know what I meant by such an out- 
rage. 


There was nothing to do but to 


bluff it out, so I replied, "Why, Gen- 
eral, you wouldn't let a rebel pig bite 
you?" 


That is all there is of the story— 


except that General Doolittle 
had 


part of the pig for his own supper 
that night. 


The Civil War was largely a boys' 


war, one might say 
Three out of 


every ten soldiers enlisted 
on 
the

ged to get themselves accepted as 
ecruits. I was youngest of all, and 
ecidedly the littlest, being small of 
ny age. 


Boys 
generally 
speaking 
were 


mighty welcome in 
the regiments, 


'heir youthful enthusiasm 
counted 


or a good deal, and as a rule, they 
nade excellent 
soldiers. 
If I had 


ontrol of affairs in time of war, 
I 


vould permit, and even encourage, 
he enlistment of boys. 
They 
are 


good for an army, and lor the boys 
he training and experience are-most 
aluable. 
I had some narrow escapes, though 
was 
wounded only twice—once 


vhen a piece of shell struck me in 
he hip and the other time, at Atlanta, 
vhen while carrying a despatch from 
Jeneral Thomas to General Logan, a 
all nipped my ear. On the latter oc- 
asion my pony was killed under me. 
'hese were mere scratches.. 
At Shiloh my drum was smashed by 
fragment of shell. They called me 
Johnny Shiloh" for a while after 
hat. But I ought to explain that in 
lay, 1862, I became a full-fledged sol- 
,ier being regularly enlisted at Cov- 
ngton, Ky., as a drummer. 


At Ohickamauga I carried a musket, 
he barrel of which, had been sawed 
off to a length suitable to my size I 
vent into the battle seated on a cais- 
on alongside ol' an artilleryman. If 
may judge from historical accounts, 


t was quite a considerable scrimmage: 
mt my own recollection of it is to 
ome extent confused. 
At the close of the day the Union 
orces were retiring toward Chatta- 
nooga, and my brigade was sore beset 
jy the enemy. In fact we were in a 
iglit place. A~- Confederate colonel 
•ode up and jelled at me. "Surrender, 
you damned little Yankee!" 


Raisin? my musket without aiming, 


I pulled the trigger, and he fell off bis 
lorse, badly wounded. 


It -was tbis incident, a report of 


which was spread through the news- 
papers that 
inspired the 
Chicago 


adies of whom. I have spoken witb the 
dea of providing a fine uniform for 
attle Johnny Clem. 1 am glad to be 
able to add that, according to advices 
alterwards received, the Confederate 
:olonel recovered from his wound. 


As I have said, however, it 'was a 


tight place. Three musket balls (as 


subsequently 
ascertained) 
went 


;hrough my cap. I decided that the 
jest policy was to fall dead for the 
moment, and so I did. I lay dead 
until after dark, when I "came alive" 
again and managed to find my way to 
lhattanooga. 
When I got there, I was made a 


sergeant. Think of it—my first pro- 
motion! I was a sergeant at twelve 
years of age. 
At 
Chattanooga 
I saw General 


Grant. He knew me. Said he to Gener- 
al Thomas, "Where did you pick up 
little John?" 


Said General Thomas, "At Chicka- 


mauga; and I have made him a ser- 
geant " 
Looking up at him with boyish im- 


pudence, I said, "General, is that all 
you are going to make me?" 


They both laughed at that. But, 


though I served all through the war, 
I got no further promotion 


When somebody asked me why 1 


laid aside the drum and took uw the 
musket, I replied that it was because 
I did not like to stand and bo shot at 
without shooting back-. What answer 
could be more obvious? I imagine that 
any soldier, boy or man would 
feel 


that way. 


A few days after the 
battle of 


Chickamauga I 
was captured and 


was held a prisoner for two months 
before being exchanged. It was at 
this period that I was exhibited by 
General "Joe" Wheeler as the lighting 
Yankee "baby." 


My captors had no sympathetic in- 


terest in Yankee babies in 
uniform. 


They stole my jacket; they stole my 
shoes: they even stole my cap, which 
1 was most anxious to preserve, on 
account of the bullet holes. I wish 1 
had it now. 


I would like, by way of parenthesis, 


to say a word about the qualifications 
of boys as soldiers. 


(Boys make first-rate soldiers. 
To 


begin with, they nave in highest de- 
gree what the 
French call elan, a 


word feebly 
translated 
as "dash." 


They are, 'above all1 ambitious to do 
things, and in them the spirit of cau- 
tion is not yet developed. It is notor- 
iously a fact that the fighter most 
dangerous to ,the enemy is the man 
who himself is not afraid of being 
killed. 
War is bald, naked savagery. Dis- 


guise the fact though we may try, it 
properly bears 
that 
definition. As 


compared with tlie adult man, the boy 
is 'near to the savage. 


He can fire a gun as well as a man 


He endures hardships at least as well. 
He is as quick to acquire education 
in the military art. He responds bet- 
ter than the man to discipline, be- 
cause he is accustomed to obey. In 
some respects he takes cave of his 
bodily health better, actually. For 
example thp adult soldier sleepy, will 
s,0 to bed without his supper. Not so 
the boy. He will get a meal some- 
how before ,bed, though he has to 
rout the mess 
cook out with 
the 


cook's own kitchen poker. 


When it is a question of command, 


of course the matter is very different. 
Judgment is the prime 
requisite 


there, and this is a quality which 
boys can scarcely be expected to de- 
volon. Nevertheless, in 
the 'Civil 


war there were a number of instances 
wnero very young men earned distinc- 
tion as officers. 
General Ouster for 


example, was a brigadier-general 
at 


twenty-four. 
I was myself .engaged in quite a 


number of battles of the Civil War- 
Stone River, Resaca, Kenesaw, Peach 
Creek Atlanta, Nashville, and others. 
At the end of that great conflict I 
was honoinbly mustered out; 
and 


thereupon I tried to enter,as a cadet 
at West Point. 
_ 


But alas! for entrance at the Point 


schooling, rather than military exper- 
ience, was the prime requisite. I had 
loft school to go to war before I was 
ten years old, and my scholarship was

That certainly 
was 
hard luck. 


What is the rse or being a Civil War 
veteran, wearing honorable scars, it 
in one's out J^c—the age of twenty, let 
us say, in sight—one Is turned down 
by an unappreciative Government? 


I thought I -would 
speak of 
the 


matter to my old acquaintance and 
military eomraue General Grant, who 
was at that time occupying the White 
House. I -went lo sec Ii in. 


1 told him that I had tailed to get 


into the Point, and that 1 meant to 
try ior a civilian appointment in the 
army. 
His reply was, "We can do 


better than ihat. 1 will appoint you 
now a second lieutenant, and will 
send you down to Fortress Monroe to 
catch up With your studies." 


My commission as second lieuten- 


ant, dated December 19, 1871 made me 
an officer in the regular army ot tho 
Tjnited States, m which, at the pres- 
ent time; I am. the only veteran of 
the Civil War on the active list.
